AUGUST POTPOURRI: It’s hard to believe that it will 

be 25 years ago next month, September 24, that the Kiwanis 
.Club of Doylestown made that memorable trip to the New 
York World’s Fair. I know PANORAMA readers will enjoy 
the photograph of that group in this issue. Many funny things 
occurred that day. By mistake, and most certainly, while 
sober, the late William H. Satterthwaite, a Kiwanis past presi- 
dent, strictly walked nose-first, head-on into a glass door lead- 
to the private dining room of the Ford Pavillion, where our 
club was entertained at a fabulous luncheon. Neither the door 
nor the good Kiwanian’s nose was broken. 

That same day, at the same luncheon, where Edsel Ford 
was our host, Kiwanian Abe Kriebel (now a Doylestown Trust 
Company courier), furnished a laugh, even though it was not 
intentional. In the “Ford Penthouse”, seated about the table, 
awaiting service, Kiwanian Kriebel was approached by one of 
a large crew of waiters in full dress. One of the waiters said 
to Kiwanian Abe: “Demi-Tasse, Sir?” And Abe replied: 
*Yeah,—and would you bring me a cup of coffee too?” 

Also at that same luncheon, the late Bucks County Judge 
Calvin S. Boyer, a past president of our club, unknowingly 
imbibed in his FIRST drink of Cognac brandy. A complete 
teetotaller, up until that time, the good jurist was "talked into 
trying" the drink, described by his next-seat associate, Kiwanian 
Frank L. Worthington, as “a perfectly harmless, non-alcoholic 
wine made in France." I well remember the judge's reaction but 
he was a good sport and took the joke in stride even though he 
did choke up a bit. Judge Boyer told me later that he swears he 
saw the ferris wheel on which he took a ride later on, stop when 
the car in which he was riding, reached the highest point on the 
New York World's Fair Ground. 

I also recall that our special Greyhound Bus that took us 
over and brought us home safely, even though we encountered 
a terrific electrical storm on the way home and how the very 
competent bus driver never stopped a minute, in spite of the 
fact that we were without lights for some time. 

"That was a day never to be forgotten", Kiwanian Harold 
Zeek, then president of our club, remarked to me several weeks 
ago while on a visit to D-Town. Harold now resides at 721 
Malone Drive, Orlando, Florida, but is thinking seriously of 
moving his family back to good old Bucks County.

One dew-sparkled morning, I 
walked along the old towpath, 
taking in the beauty and the 
peace that one finds on the well 
known water way of the last 
century, The Delaware Canal. 
Gone forever are the more 
than two-hundred gaily painted 
(and sometimes not painted at 
all) barges pulled by a thousand 
mules along this sixty mile 
course. Absent from the scene 


These photos show some of the varied activities that may be 
found along the Bucks County side of the Delaware. At top. 
right. the canal and towpath present a serene scene; At right 
we see "Chez Odette", one of the many old inns located 
along the Delaware. The inn, built in 1794, formally The 
River House, was badly damaged in the flood of 1955 and 
was closed for some time. until Odette remodeled and re- 
opened it. It still retains the original charm. The bottom 
corner photo shows the old Byram Quarry at Point Pleasant. 
At one time, the quarry business raged along the Delaware. 
The canal boats provided the transportation for the stone to 
Philadelphia. Bristol and other ports. Many of the streets 
and homes in Philadelphia are made from good old Bucks 
County stone. and transported via the Delaware Canal. Be- 
low, we see the modern day counterpart of “Coryell’s Ferry 
(an early name for New Hope). On the site of the original 
ferry crossing, sightseeing boats now plow the waters of the 
Delaware. taking tourists on the round-trip cruise from New 
Hope to Lambertville. (Photo credits — top right. Pano- 
rama Archives; left, Maynard Clark; corner, Flora K. Henry; 
below, Panorama Photo) 
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are the lusty canal men who 
walked the same course I was 
walking. They say if you close 
your eyes and listen very care- 
fully on a quiet morning, you 
can almost hear the tinkle of 
the mule bells, the sound of the 
conch shell horn, and the laugh- 
ing, talking and cussing of the 
bygone canal boat men. 

The canal-building fever 
which possessed the nation in 
the first part of the last century 
raged along the Delaware be- 
tween 1827-1832. 

Today, many years later, a 
quiet strip of water that borders 
parts of the Western bank of

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the Delaware, is a mute monu- 
ment to one of the most im- 
portant engineering feats of the 
nineteenth century in American 
history — The Delaware Canal. 

Perhaps the remaining “Tow- 
path" where beasts of burden 
trod ten-thousands of miles for 
more than a century and the 
few remaining broken locks and 
arched bridges, led to a ro- 
mantic sitting, where man and 
beast have found comfort and 
tranquility for many years. 

The sounds from the boats- 
man and the locktenders shell- 
horns are no longer heard, only 
some of their unpretentious 
homes stand near the canal, as 
a reminder of these sturdy 
rough men who labored on the 
canal from April to December, 
for more than a hundred years. 

Another existing evidence of 
this great canal system are the 
remaining beautiful masonry 
stone walls that are found at 
the grass-grown and moss cov- 
ered locks. 

The boats that were used on 
this canal were diverse and in- 
teresting, and were known as 
the “Durham Type”, named 
after an eighteenth century boat 
buider — Robert Durham, Dur- 
ham lived in present day Dur- 
ham Township, near the river, 
where he built boats before and 
during the Revolutionary War. 
Approximately eighty-s e ven 
feet long and ten feet wide, 
they could carry one-hundred 
tons. 

Going down the canal, these 
heavy laden arks carried coal, 
lumber, lime and grain. Going 
up they bore store-goods, empty 
kegs and seafood. 

There is a nostalgic memory 
for those who can recall when 
the canal was in operation, 
when patient mules tugged these 
vessels in a weedy canal dur- 
ing the hot summer months, 
and the tuneful tingling sound 
of the bells that were strung on 
each mule as they stepped along 
the Towpath — the blast of 
the conch — horn as the skip- 
per summoned the lock-keeper 
to open the gates. These sounds 
are gone-forever. With a little 
imagination, as you travel along 
the River Road, you can catch 
a glimpse of the past, adding a 
romantic touch to this garden- 
spot of the world — The Del- 
aware River Valley in Bucks 
County. 
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These old photos, taken from the Roy C. Kulp Collection 
show life along the Delaware as it was 50 years ago. At top, 
left, we see the locks along the Delaware Canal with several 
barges tied up in the background. Below, we see a barge enter- 
ing a lock at Point Pleasant (Lower Black Eddy). Next, we see 
a canal scene near Riegelsville, and at bottom left, we see 
a group of barge people enjoying an outing a half century ago 
along the canal. Below we see a most interesting photo of a 
Ferry Boat at Boardman's Ferry crossing the Delaware with a 
horse and wagon. Below, there are two old scenes along the 
Delaware Canal and River near Riegelsville.

they voted down a proposal to spend up to but not more than 
$50,000 to enlarge the club at the corner of East Oakland 
Avenue and Donaldson street.

The shop is open daily 9:30 to 5 PM, except Fridays 
when it is open until 9:30 PM.

The volunteers find the job very rewarding and fun.

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“Progress” is still popular 
in Bucks County. One of the 
county’s oldest landmarks will 
soon be torn down to make 
way for a gasoline station. In 
this case, progress has a hollow 
ring. 

The Hartsville Hotel, dating 
back to 1742 and located at 
the intersection of the Old 
York Road and Bristol Road 
in Hartsville is to be torn down. 

The earliest known owner 
was James Baldwin. He sold it 
to Colonel William Hart a 
revolutionary war veteran and 
then proprietor of an Inn—at 
Plumsteadville. Colonel Hart 
was the second son of James 
Hart, a man who pioneered 
Plumstead Township. Colonel 
Hart named the Inn “The Sign 
of The Heart”, and the cross- 
roads community on the War- 
minster - Warwick township 
line adopted the name Harts- 
ville. 


Colonel Hart was active in’ 


community affairs, serving as 
Bucks County Register of 
Wills in 1807 and Bucks Coun- 
ty Commissioner in 1809. He 
died January 2, 1831 at 84 
years of age. 

The Hartsville Hotel had 
many ° other owners down 
through the years. One owner 
hung out a sign with a human 
heart painted on it. 


An important stage stop be- 
tween Philadelphia and New 
York, fresh teams of horses 
were picked up here. Legend 
has it that the stage driver 
would blow a horn when he 
reached the top of Carr's Hill 
near Washington’s Headquar- 
ters Farm, and fresh horses 
would be ready for him when 
he reached the Inn. 

Among early visitors at the 
Hartsville Hotel was Benjamin 
Franklin, who stopped often 
enroute to New York. 

Hartsville, for some time be- 
fore the revolution, was known 
as “Cross Roads”, Warwick 
Cross Roads” and still later as 
“Hart’s Cross Roads.” 

Much history of our nation 
took place in and near Harts- 
ville. Since the country inn 


‘was the meeting place of the 


day, it can be assumed that 
the Hartsville Hotel was the 
scene of much of this history in 
the making. 

General George Washing- 
ton encamped in the vicinity in 
1777, and it was here that the 
French General Lafayette, rid- 
ing out on horseback to meet 
Washington, received his com- 
mission in the Continental

Army. Washington had 18,000 
troops with him at that time, 
and it is noted by historians, 
that the flag adopted June 14, 
1777 by Congress, was first 
carried by the Continental 
Army at Hartsville. 

John Fitch, the inventor of 
the steamboat made his first 
model of the steamboat at a 
wheelwright shop near the 
Hartsville Hotel. Reading 
Howel, surveyor and map- 
maker, whose township map of 
Pennsylvania, published in 
1792, is regarded as a classic 
of cartography, resided at that 
time and for several years 
thereafter at Hartsville. 

According to Bucks County 
Historian George MacRey- 
nolds, the last survivor of the 
Revolutionary Army in Bucks 
County, Gideon Prior, died in 
Hartsville February 14, 1854. 

As reported in “Bucks 
County Place Names”, a 


memorable event in the his- 
tory of Hartsville was a visit, 
which the 104th Pennsylvania 
Volunteers, under the com- 
mand of General W. W. H. 
Davis, made to the village in 
1861 before going to the front. 
Whittingham J. Livezey of 
Doylestown, one of the offi- 
cers of the regiment, revisited 
the place forty-three years 
later and thus recorded his 
impressions: 

"[ turned my head and be- 
held the large field where the 
citizens of the surrounding 
country had gazed upon a 
scene which they never have 
observed since and will never 
see repeated. On the 17th of 
October, 1861, while the 104th 
Regiment was encamped at 
Doylestown, they marched to 
Hartsville, 1000 strong, and it 
was upon the very identical 
field upon which I was gazing 
that the reception took place. 


I could see again the men in 
their bright, clean uniforms, 
the long lines of guns stacked 
and glistening in the sunshine, 
the eleven tables forty feet in 
length, loaded with luxuries 
and substantials, such as roast 
beef, veal, mutton, chickens, 
pigs, and boiled ham by the 
hundred weight, and bread, 
pies and cakes by the wagon- 
load. I stood for some time in 
deep meditation thinking how 
many hundred there were, 
upon that beautiful autumn 
day, young men in the bloom 
of life, who partook of their 
last substantial meal of that 
description. Their bones are 
mouldering today in the soil 
of Virginia, the Carolinas and 
Florida.” 

The above described event 
took place nearby the Harts- 
ville Hotel, where today mod- 
ern ranch-type homes dot the 
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The Hartsville Hotel as it look- 
ed in 1907. It was a popular 
spot in its day. (Photo from the

LEAD POISONING Ih: SMALL CHILDREN IS CRITICAL 

If you're planning to do any painting in your home, you 
can "buy insurance" against a possibly fatal illness in your 
child by being sure the paint you buy does not contain lead. 

Lead poisoning in small children is still a critical health 
problem, according to a report from the association of 
casualty and surety companies. Lead poisoning, which can 
be fatal, is difficult to diagnose, and, if undetected, can 
damage a child's brain cells and prevent their regeneration. 

The accident prevention department of the association 
says children are particularly susceptible because of their 
tendency to chew objects of all kinds. They gnaw on the sills 
as they look out of a window, they chew on their cribs or 
they'll put a toy in their mouths just because it somehow 
seems to be a good idea. 

The disease is most prevalent in slum areas although chil- 
dren in better homes are not immune. 

Here are five preventive measures parents can take: give 
your baby d clean teething ring or hard rubber toy he can chew 
without danger; never use a lead paint indoors; never use 
outside paint for indoor wook, because many outdoor paints 
have a high lead content; remove old paint if it contains lead; 
if you suspect your child may have eaten lead paint, call your 
physician or local health department to investigate.
